WINMOR, an HF digital protocol designed for use with the Winlink 2000 
network, will be unveiled at the upcoming ARRL/TAPR Digital Communications 
Conference in Chicago, September 26"-28". 


According to developer Rick Muething KN6KB, WINMOR will effectively 
eliminate the need for 
external PACTOR 
hardware. "This new 
protocol is implemented 
through a Windows 
application that uses a 
computer sound card for 
all the analog-to-digital 
conversion. It provides 
error-free ARQ transfers 
within 200, 500 or 2000 Hz bandwidths," Muething said. 


In terms of throughput, Muething said that the 200 Hz WINMOR mode appears 
to equal the performance of PACTOR I. In WINMOR's 2000 Hz mode, its 
performance rivals PACTOR III. 


"WINMOR is a work in progress," Muething said. "We won't be pulling the 
wraps Off a finished application at the conference. We're close, though. I'd like 
to see on-air testing in 3 to 6 months."

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Every year, the ARRL holds elections for 1/3 of the 15 member Board of Directors. This year, one of the five Directors up for re-election included Bill Edgar 
N3LLR, the current Atlantic Division Director. 


Earlier this year, Bill agreed to answer some questions regarding his positions and stances on various Amateur Radio & ARRL-related topics. However, due 
to scheduling issues (mine as well as his), it took longer than intended for us to get together to go over the questions, by which time he had been declared re- 
elected, as no one was running against him or Tom W3TOM (the sitting Vice Director) this year. We finally got together for a long brunch the day before the 
Skyview RS Hamfest to discuss things. 


It is important to understand where our elected representatives to the Board stand on issues. With that in mind, here’s what Bill had to say “on the record” on 
some of the questions | asked him... 


What do you feel is the state of Amateur Radio today? 
e | am excited about Amateur Radio today. Personally, if | wasn’t, | wouldn't be involved. 


e VEC statistics show that the number of licensed Amateur Radio operators is increasing. The government impression of Amateur Radio on state and 
federal levels has been improved as of recent events, by the outstanding job Amateur Radio operators did in recent disasters, in carrying out disaster 
related communications. 


What can the average Amateur do, as a practical matter, to strengthen the Amateur Service and the radio hobby, today? 
e Focus on the positive things with the service. 

. Get excited about it and share the excitement with others. 
e Introduce new people to the service. 

e Get involved with a local club, if you aren’t already. 


e Get involved with the Field Organization within your ARRL Section — there are 
plenty of opportunities to learn and share there. 


) Ignore the squirrels in the service. 
What do you hope to accomplish in the next 3 years? 


e — To continue with Vice Director Abernethy’s and my program of increasing the radio- 
activity level within the Division. 


e Continue keeping members informed on what is going on within the Division. 
e Continue soliciting member input via surveys, webinars, and in-person meetings. 


e Continue bringing ARRL officials and other high interest topics to the Atlantic 
Division in the webinar series, designed to help members learn about various topics 
and issues. 


e Continue to represent the Atlantic Division members in the best manner possible 
with the ARRL Board. 


What area of Amateur Radio in the Atlantic Division needs the most 
attention? The least? 


e Increasing the legislative action effort for Amateur Radio both in the division and on 
a National level. We are communicators, and generally do an excellent job amongst ourselves, but we need to let our Local, State, and Federal 
government officials know what is important to us, so that we can continue to provide quality community service during times of disaster. Some of the 
antenna rules and regulations are not friendly, and are downright detrimental to amateur radio. 


e — Additionally, Amateur Radio clubs all over need attention. We find most new hams do not join clubs, because the meetings are same old—same old. 
We need support for the clubs to provide better topic material, and also the clubs need to provide activities for their members to participate in so they 
can learn and grow together. 


. Most of the Sections in the Atlantic Division are functioning very well through their Section Managers. They have healthy and vibrant Field 
Organizations, and they are active. We have several sections in which the radio-activity level is law and in which the activity level needs turned up a bit. 


Many parties seem to feel that the ARRL is behind the times and in need of major overhaul, or even replacement. What do 
you think of the ARRL today? 


e | don’t agree that the ARRL is behind the times as a whole. We are like most other organizations where there are things that we need to improve upon. 


e Our current website is one area that needs overhauled and we have been slowly changing some things. You can see some changes in the 
Membership sign-up or renewal process. Katie Breen has been very instrumental in those changes. Additionally, there is a project in place to 
completely overhaul the ARRL website within the next two years. It is a major undertaking simply because of the magnitude of content on our site. This 
project has already started. There are plans to give access to content owners to update their portion of the website without having the webmaster do 
the updates for them. For example, there has been some talk about permitting affiliated clubs to have their club websites as part of the ARRL site, and 
to permit the clubs to update their portion of the website. 


e We've got good staff at ARRL Hq., most of which are very concerned about providing good quality service to our members. 


e Take a look at our new Membership Manager, Katie Breen. She came to the ARRL about 2 years ago as a new employee who was not involved with 
Amateur Radio. She has done a splendid job of increasing membership by focusing on member desires and providing outstanding service. In addition, 
she’s earned her Technician and General class licenses, and has served as a mentor to fellow employees to earn their licenses AND getting them on 
the air. 


e Is the ARRL perfect? Heck no. But we ARE working on improvements. 


How active a role do the Directors take in the actual running of the League? Is it appropriate to stay at | Continued on Page 6 j 
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this level, or should more (or even less) 


Bed | SK te /tee* involvement be warranted? 
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e The Director’s job is to provide the strategic direction for 
the organization, and the officers of the organization are there 


to carry out those directives. 


e Through frequent meetings and updates, officers provide information on how they are doing in following the Board directives and modifications/changes 
are then made as needed. 


e There has been an effort to make sure that the directives are being carried out by certain board members — which is important. 
e It is not the board’s purpose to direct the day-to-day operation of the organization. That is the responsibility of the officers/. 


There’s also been criticism of the League for holding the twice-annual Board of Directors meetings in cities other than 
Newington. Would a return to holding the Board meeting in the spring & fall in CT be warranted? 


e Of course. | believe that the board members knew the ARRL HQ is in Connecticut, and it is each of our’s responsibility to go to the HQ area for board 
meetings. This past July, | requested a roll call vote to put on record each Director’s vote where to go in January. 9 to 6 said to go to CT. 


Should the Board meetings be open (except where inappropriate, such as personnel matters) to any ARRL member who 
wishes to attend? Is the equivalent of a “sunshine law’ needed or warranted when it comes to the League’s affairs? 


e | am not in favor of that. We aren’t hiding anything, but there is various types of sensitive information given and discussed. Personnel matters are but 
one issue, our suit with the FCC over BPL would certainly be another matter, and we do get and discuss information over FCC & governmental issues. 
If you don’t trust your Director of Vice Director, then put someone in who you do trust. 


Much criticism is directed at the HQ staff in Newington. Without getting into specific individuals, had you the authority to 
reorganize the HQ staff, what would you do? 


e Make the CEO more accountable via his and his staff's goals and objectives, with meaningful and reasonable deadlines. Make his salary increases 
commensurate with how staff at ARRL reach their annual goals. 


e Overall, we have a very good staff at ARRL HQ, and the caliber of new hires is extremely good. 

Recent Section Manager and Division elections have been or become controversial over disqualified candidates. Are the DQ 
rules clear? Who determines whether a candidate should be DQ’d? 

e | believe the rules are clear. Each candidate gets a nomination packet that discloses the rules. 

e The Ethics and Elections committee determines eligibility and/or disqualification. 

e | have served on that committee. (A director who is coming up for election that year is ineligible to server on the committee that year) 


e In one high profile SM election, a candidate was warred a number of times to correct an issue that would disqualify him/her, and it was not corrected 
until after the candidate was disqualified. | agree with the E&E Committee decision. 


QST subscription has always been a part of ARRL membership. Do you think that is still warranted today, or would 
separating the two be a consideration? 


e |Acommon question. The law stipulates that in membership organizations, the member notices, calls for votes, etc. must be in the publication. 
Additionally, advertising in the publication from our advertisers help keep the ARRL financially strong. Dues simply do not cover the revenue stream 
necessary to ARRL financially strong. 


As an alternative, would permitting a member to select QEX or the NCJ as an option instead of QST make sense? 

e Again, we need to follow the laws so that our members get notice of elections, other member notices, etc. 

e To add that to QEX or NCJ would take away from the flavor of the publications. 

Would it make financial sense to spin off or sell the publishing arm of the League, to permit the organization to concentrate on 
Amateur Radio? 


e Absolutely not! ARRL depends upon the publishing group to help the revenue stream necessary to fund the ARRL. Without this, we’d have to find 
outer ways to fund the ARRL, which also might necessitate a hefty dues increase. 


e Dues are NOT the largest part of the ARRL revenue stream. 

DXCC has come under heavy criticism from some circles over the documentation required for approval or disapproval of 
certain DX operations. Would you change this? Why or why not? 

e The rules have been changed to keep the politics out. Personally, | think that is a wise decision. 


e With arecent DXpedition, the group requested recognition and was turned down prior to the DXpedition, for the reasons that the entity was not a UN 
member state nor did they have a call sign block assigned to them by the ITU. The DXpedition group lobbied hard to have the rules changed after they 
went and came home. This is why we had an on-line survey on DXCC status recently in the Atlantic Division. 

DXCC rules have been “tinkered with” in recent years to first prohibit a new DXCC entity vian an IARU society, and then to 

permit a new DXCC entity via a 3" Party list (the US State Department list of recognized territories). Were these moves 

good, bad, or a wash? 


e Not knowing the examples cited, it’s hard to comment. 


e We have rules in place. You can’t change the rules mid-stream and the rules exist to have a level playing field, so that ALL participants enjoy an equal 
playing field.

Purpose of the party 


Pennsylvania Amateurs try to contact as many other amateurs in Pennsylvania, the United States, Canada and the world. Pennsylvania Amateurs receive 
multipliers for each Pennsylvania county, US and Canadian section, and one multiplier for DX entities. 


Non Pennsylvania Amateurs try to contact as many Pennsylvania Amateurs as possible. Non-Pennsylvania Amateurs receive a multiplier for each 
Pennsylvania County with a QSO. 


A Pennsylvania Amateur is defined as an Amateur operating in the State of Pennsylvania, without regard to the Amateur’s home address. Other 
Operators are considered Out-of-state. 


Operating Periods - 1600Z October 11 to 0500Z October 12, and 1300Z October 12 to 2200Z October 12 
Bands for the QSO Party: 


160 meters, 80 meters, 75 meters, 40 meters, 20 meters, 15 meters, 10 meters, 6 meters, 2 meters. Above 2 meters, QSOs are permitted, but those 
frequencies are not much in use for the party at this time. Interested Operators are encouraged to set up skeds if desired. 


Suggested Frequencies: 
Note that 12, 17, 30, 60 meter and repeater QSOs are not permitted. 


SSB: 1.850, 3.825, 7.200, 14.280, 21.380, 28.480, 50.125, 146.55. 
CW: 40 KHz up from the bottom and 1810KHz 

PSK: 3.580, 7.080, 14.07015, 21.080, 50.250 

RTTY: 3.580, 7.080, 14.080, 21.080, 28.080 


160 meters: Try at 0300Z Sunday, Follow 160 meter band plan 
Hi Band Activity periods: Sat and Sun: 10M — 1800Z 15M — 1900Z 20M — 2000Z SSB on the hour, CW on the half hour 
Mobile Window - 5 KHz below listed suggested frequencies. Keep this area clear for weak mobiles. 


Exchange - Sequential serial number plus county or ARRL or Canadian section (see Canadian section explanation for details). Stations on county line 
give out 1 serial number per contact plus multiple county multipliers. 


Work stations once per band and mode. Work Rovers and Mobiles again as they change counties. 
Scoring: 
QSO points: CW - 160 M and 80 M = 2 points/QSO 
all other allowable bands = 1.5 points/QSO 
PSK = 2 points/QSO 
RTTY = 2 points/QSO 
SSB = 1 point/QSO 
FM = 1 point/QSO 
Special Event Station QSO = 200 points . The Special Event Station for the 2007 PAQSO Party is W30K. 
Entry Divisions 


Single Operator Medium power 6 -150 Watts Multi-Single Only one signal on air at a time 
Single Operator QRO 151W - Legal band limit Portable Multi-Single Only one signal on air at a time 
Single Operator QRP Operator 5 Watts or less Multi-Multi 

Single Operator CW only 150 Watts or less Portable Multi-Multi 

Portable Single Operator Rover 


Station Definitions 
A Home station is a station that is operated from a fixed position. It does not need to be a domicile. Club stations are considered home stations. 


A Portable station is a station that is set up for the purpose of operating in the party, with the intention of teardown in the post party period. Typical of a 
portable station would be operations from a camp cabin or tent. Antennas are not restricted, but are typically more home station like. Portable 
stations are not restricted in their power source. Battery, Generator, or mains power is perfectly acceptable. 


A Mobile station is a station that is capable of operation while moving. Moving is defined as travel in a legal manner on Pennsylvania Highways. The 
antenna must be of a type generally accepted as a mobile antenna. Mobile stations are not required to be in motion while operating. For the purposes 
of the party, to be counted as a mobile, you must be operating within the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Note that this does not exclude mobile 
operation outside of Pennsylvania. It means that outside of the commonwealth, there are no mobile bonuses available, so no need for the designation. 


A Rover station is a station that is capable of moving from one place to another, but is typically using an antenna that is set up on site, then torn down 
and moved to another site. Rovers do not operate as a mobile en route between stations. 


QRP operations are those operations at a power of 5 watts or less. They may be undertaken on any station setup capable of operation at 5 watts or less. If 
a QRP multiplier is to be claimed, the entire party must have been run at QRP level. 


Scoring Multipliers for Pennsylvania Stations: 

ARRL Sections + Canadian Sections + PA Counties + 1 DX. See Canadian Section explanation for details. 
Multipliers for Stations operating outside of Pennsylvania: Pennsylvania Counties. 
Final Score = (Total points times Total Multipliers) Plus Bonus Points.

QRP Operation Bonus Multiplier = Total Points times 2. 1 


PA Mobile operation Bonus points: Add 500 Points to final score for each county you operated from where you made at least 10 QSOs. 
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PA Rover operation Bonus points: Add 500 Points to final score for each location you operated from where you made at least 10 QSOs. 
Additional Mobile and Rover rules: 


e A Mobile station must be truly mobile, using an antenna accepted as a mobile antenna, and capable of moving between counties without any setup/ 
teardown. 


e Mobile stations identify by the addition of /M to their call signs for CW, RTTY, and PSK and spoken Mobile on SSB or FM. 

e Mobile stations must submit a summary for each county operated from, and an aggregate summary for the party. 

e Rover stations identify by the addition of /R to their call signs for CW, RTTY, and PSK and spoken Rover on SSB or FM. 

e Rover stations must travel 5 miles or more between stops to be eligible for the 500 point bonus. 

e —_ Rover stations must submit a summary for each county operated from, and an aggregate summary for the party. 

County Line Stations 

e County line stations may be either Home Stations or Portable stations. Mobile or Rover stations are not eligible. Note: if a station that is essentially a 
mobile station ie, a transceiver in a vehicle with a mobile antenna wished to run county line, they could do so, but at the expense of being mobile. 
That would be their position for the entire party, and they would enter as a county line station, and not as a mobile. 

e A County line station is defined as follows. The station must be situated very near the boundaries of at least two or more adjacent counties. Ideally 
the antenna should cross the boundary, but safety and practicality do not always allow that. Many boundaries are in the middle of rivers or highways. 
The key element is that the station must be set up as near as practical to the adjacent borders. Party officials are available to determine admissibility 
of any county line station setup. 

Bonus Stations: The PAQSO party will at it’s discretion have a special bonus station during the party. The station may consist of a single station, 

multiple stations in different counties, or other novel operations. QSOs with the bonus station are worth 200 points, and any multiplier that has not been 

claimed yet. The Bonus Station for 2008 is W30K. 

Entry Materials: 

Entry materials consist of a log and dupe sheets and an official summary sheet or reasonable facsimile. 100 points will be deducted for each duplicate 
QSO found. All entry materials can be downloaded from the website. 

Entry materials must be received by November 15" following the party in one of three ways: 

1. Paper copies of all materials may be sent via US Mail or other delivery service 

2. Electronic logs on CD may also be sent vial US Mail or other delivery service. 

3. Electronic Logs may be submitted via email to paqsolog@nittany-arc.net 

Note: do NOT send email communications to the paqsolog address. That address is set up exclusively for logs. Non-log email submissions will not 
get to us. Use the regular email addresses for the party chairs. mcoslo@comcast.net or w3jxp@comcast.net. 

A donation of 3 dollars or more along with your entry will help us to defray mailing and printing costs associated with the party, and will be greatly 
appreciated. 

Whatever method of submitting a log, an official Summary sheet or reasonable facsimile must be filled out and mailed to the Nittany ARC for the party. 
An official summary that can be filled out on-line ant that will calculate the score from your input is available at http://www.nittany-arc.net/ 
entryforms.htm Just fill it out, print it, and mail it.

Plaques and Awards: 

Plaques go to top scorers in all entry divisions plus: Single Op Out of State, Eastern Time Zone, Central Time Zone, Western Time Zone, Out of State 
Medium Power, Out of State QRP, Top Canadian Entry, DX, Single Op Medium Power EPA, Single OP High Power EPA, Single Op Medium 
Power WPA, Single OP High Power WPA, Rover Single or Multi single, Rover Multi-Multi, 20 meter "Good Neighbor" - to be considered for this 
award, submit total 20 meter QSO's. 

Plaque for top first time entrant: Intended to encourage new contesters, a plaque can be awarded to the top single operator from Pennsylvania who 
enters the party for the first time. If you got your feet wet logging or operating briefly at a multi-op station, you are still eligible. This is not an award 
for “Big Guns from other contests. The decision as to eligibility for this award is the Contest chairs. 

All 67 County Plaque: If you work all 67 counties during the party, a special plaque can be awarded in recognition of that feat. To order submit a 67 

county summary sheet to aid the log checkers in addition to the regular summary listing the pertinent details. Then enclose a check for 28 dollars made 

payable to NARC. 

Club Competition Award: A Trophy is awarded to top club competition Station . Certificates to 2"! through 5" place Club competition 
The winner is determined by summation of the scores of club members. The current status of club members is determined by a list that is provided 
by a club officer, preferably the club president. The PAQSO chair will ask for the list after the party and the top club scores become apparent. 

County and Section Certificates: Certificates will be mailed to county and section winners. To qualify for a certificate, the Operator must compile more 
points than other operators from that section or county. In some cases, a mobile operator may be the leading scorer from several counties. In that 
event, the mobile Op will receive the corresponding certificates. The PAQSO party administration will mail the certificates to the respective winners. 

Special Certificates: The PAQSO Party may at times offer special certificates for various achievements in the party. These certificates will usually be 
awarded after the achievement has been made, and after receiving a Self addressed stamped envelope. 

Participation Coffee Mugs: Anyone who makes 100 QSOs or more during the Party is eligible for a PAQSO Party mug 
personalized with the Operator’s call sign. To order submit your log showing 100 or more QSOs and a check for 18 Continued on Page 10 
Dollars made payable to NARC.

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In last month’s issue, we recounted the zoning problems that Chuck W3YNI has gone through over the permit for his 
antenna tower.

In short, according to information supplied by Mike Lazaroff K3AIR (Chuck’s attorney), the original permit was revoked 
over a minor technicality. Chuck filed for a new permit, addressing all of the concerns raised during the hearings over 
the original permit. After some back & forth with Mike and Penn Township’s attorneys, no action was taken on the 
permit for 17 business days. 


Under the law, if no action is taken after 15 business days, the permit is legally considered to have been granted. Mike 
pointed this out to the Township, after enough time had elapsed — and the permit was received 2 days later.

The "model antenna bill, "PRB-1" is languishing in the PA state legislature despite passage by 26 other states. Time for 
us to get off the sidelines and take action before it dies with this session. 


The Senate voted SB 884 out of committee on June 25" and laid it on the table the same day. The House Bill, 1777 remains in committee and has not 
moved from the Local Government Committee since August 2007. The Legislature is in summer recess until September 15" when it reconvenes for a short 
pre-election session, then a brief "lame duck" session. 


If it does not pass this session, the process must begin anew. 
Time to contact your Senators and urge the bill be moved to the floor for a vote. Remember, the House must do the same so there is a long way to go. 


Be a squeaky wheel and write, phone visit your State Reps. You can find them easily by going to http://www.legis.state.pa.us/ . 
Go to the House and/or Senate tabs and enter you zip code. (Note, you can also find the bill(s) from this webpage.) 


Be sure to ask them to contact their colleagues to move these bills forward before they die with the session. 
If you have friends in other clubs in the state, it would be a good idea to ask them to do likewise!

WPA 2008 Field Day Logs Rece 


> 
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Many have been wondering what the status with regard to the Republic of Kosovo is as of today, both in general and in amateur radio terms specifically. 
Substantial progress has been made, and a new approach to get Kosovo totally on its own feet is well on its way. The United Nations (UNMIK) has scaled 
down its administrative role while the European Union (EULEX) has initiated its supporting role to help integrate the "interim administration" functions into the 
local institutions. 


The United Nations Frequency Management Office (FMO) is one of those local institutions. This Office was responsible for authorizing Amateur Radio 
operations before and after the Kosovar declaration of independence, but as of today the FMO does not exist nor are licenses issued. You may still hear 
some stations operating as YU8 since those licenses issued in the past have not been specifically terminated. 


Undoubtedly, Kosovo as a "country" has all required country requirements; (A) a defined territory, (B) a permanent population and (C) a government and (D) 
is capable of interacting with other countries with whom it has established diplomatic relations. As of today, the Republic of Kosovo is recognized by 46 
countries representing many leading states and all geographical continents. 


From an Amateur Radio and DXCC perspective, a great deal of confusing discussion has taken place; one side argues that the DXCC criteria needs to be 
honored at all times. Others see the criteria as not being engraved on a tablet of stone but that the rules facilitate "entities" dynamically in the context of an 
ever-changing world. Both views have some merit and should be appreciated. 


Western Sahara (S@), another disputed DXCC country, is currently recognized by 48 countries and even today it is not a member of the United Nations nor 
does it have a dedicated ITU prefix. At the time Amateur Radio entered this desert country, no one had argued that it belonged to DXCC. When Swains 
Island was up for DXCC discussion it was decided that the DXCC criteria had to be changed and so Swains entered the scene. Swains was added not 
decades ago — but just recently. 


Before Swains Island, DXCC used three "measuring sticks"; UN membership, ITU prefix or IARU society. In facilitating Swains, the ARRL Board of Directors 
decided to keep the UN and ITU parts but changed the IARU rule to recording of an event by the US Department of State, which again opened up another 
gate for more DXCC entities. 


Now Kosovo meets the highest US Department of State criteria - Kosovo is an independent state recognized by the United States and easily passes the US 
State Department gate, if that gate is honored in the right spirit. With DXCC rules in place as they existed before Swains, Kosovo would enter through the 
IARU gate because of its permanent amateur radio population and its national society, SHRAK. 


The above is just an illustration of the dynamics of the DXCC at any given time, following the dynamics of the world. 


The world outside Kosovo abounds with many other examples that offer a slightly different perspective in the international arena. Another oft-mentioned 
entity - Northern Cyprus - is recognized only by Turkey, and the situation regarding Cyprus remains deadlocked. Two new cases - South Ossetia and 
Abkhazia - are recognized by the Russian Federation and probably soon by Belarus (EW) and Venezuela (YV). If they ever achieve wider recognition apart 
from the countries subject to the current conflict, they will become another set of DXCC candidates. 


An immediate UN membership gate is pointed more in the direction of those that get themselves established with no gun fire. The UN's potential for resolving 
conflicts to its own satisfaction is seriously hampered by the Security Council veto structure that plays a major role in eliminating new countries at that gate. 


So, the ARRL is left to define a workable recognition based country criteria — be it qualitative and/or quantitative. Kosovo with its almost 50 recognitions is 
the first one at the gate. Delaying action on the Republic of Kosovo so that it does not qualify for anything is not an option for the ARRL. Kosovo is a country 
with a permanent amateur radio population and therefore Kosovar amateurs should be welcomed to our community. 


Back to the practical world; YU8/OH2R QSLs for the first amateur radio operation from the Republic of Kosovo were printed last week by Gennady UX5UO, 
and they will be in the mails in a few days. We thank Gennady for his efforts and support in making these full-color cards meet the spirit of the Kosovo case 
as they represent a special moment for those involved with the Kosovo project and those who follow world events as well as the development of the DXCC 


program.

Edtior’s Reply: Martti makes some very good points. But, before we get to that... 


Part of the reason for the major DXCC rules rewrite in 1998 — the “DXCC 2000” rules — was to prevent politicking from determining what the next DXCC 
entity would be — or why one would be removed. No more would there be any uncertainty about what the rules are, or how they could be fudged, as was so 
often alleged. However, the Law of Unintended Consequences still has to be reckoned with. 


One thing that wasn’t changed, was that entities that made the list under any of the old rules would be “grandfathered” and remain on the list. So some of 
the examples that Martti cites, such as Western Sahara, would not make the list today. In short, one must be careful to compare apples to apples, not 
tomatos to kumquats. 


Martti alludes to the manipulations and influence used by JA1BK and others to get Swain’s Island on the list prior to the deletion of the “IARU Society” rule. 
This rule was, IMHO, put in place to give the DXCC desk a reason to keep Macao and Hong Kong on the list after their repatriation to China. Thanks to the 
Law of Unintended Consequences, it was used (through the creation of a sham IARU society) to add at least one DXCC entity to the list (Ducie). Since it 
had served it’s original purpose and was being misused, it’s deletion was warranted. But that set in motion more efforts, which led to the State Department 
list — of dependant territories — being used in it’s place. 


Now, one can reasonably argue that Kosovo’s recognition by the US State Department should be enough. But that’s not what the rules say today. (It’s nota 
dependant territory, for one thing!) 


One can reasonably argue that Kosovo's national Amateur Radio organization, SHRAK, would have qualified Kosovo under the deleted IARU society rule. 
But, it’s not yet a member of the IARU. It may never be, European politics being what they are. So, that deleted rule wouldn’t have applied either. 


Northern Cyprus, South Ossetia, and Abkhazia are not yet recognized by the UN, do not have ITU prefix blocks, and are not recognized by the State 
Department in any form. So they won't qualify under the existing rules unless something changes. And these are highly charged political situations that 
Amateur Radio doesn’t need to drag itself into, lest we add to already volatile situations. 


Will Kosovo (or Kosova, whichever you prefer) be a DXCC entity, one day? Assuming it remains independent, which | believe it will, then one day it will be. 
But today, it doesn’t qualify. 


Lobbying for a change in the rules is not a bad thing. If Martti can make a good case for a rules change to allow for these situations, if he can convince the 
DX community that this is warranted, I’m all for it. 


But — like the original Scarborough Reef and Swains Island and other DX operations, until this change occurs (if it ever does), then operations from Kosovo 
won't count for anything, and should not be counted retroactively. That's a clear precedent from the past that should not be changed.

You will want to 
make an extra effort to participate this year as we plan to offer a special one 
time achievement award. More details will follow in the official ARRL HQ 
announcement coming in October. 


One of our long term goals for SS is to eventually receive 100% of logs in 
electronic Cabrillo format. This will take some time, but will allow us to 
reduce the turn around time to produce results and to continually improve the 
log checking process. For 2007 we received 200+ paper logs. With the help 
of volunteers we converted all those logs to Cabrillo format and for the first 
time were able to perform the computerized adjudication process for 100% of 
logs submitted. This effort from the volunteers took over 400 man hours ... 
non trivial. 


In hopes of reducing this effort for 2008 I'm asking that everyone who logs on 
paper or knows someone who logs on paper help us. 


If you are reading this and you submitted a paper log last year, here are 
some free resources you can use to get your log into Cabrillo format and then 
submit it to the robot.

And, lastly, if you know someone using paper logs who is just a friend and not 
affiliated with a club, please offer to help them convert their log and get 
logging software on a PC if they have one. In some cases this may involve 
training, etc. but it is a great excuse to do some ham related stuff together.

Here's a subject not too many folks will admit to, yet it happens every day. 
Most of the time, people let themselves get took for the sake of friendship, 
love, or what have you. And that's okay, as long as they realize the 
consequences. Marriage is a good example, me thinks. It's when people get 
took, and they haven't a clue that they have been, is when the problems arise. 
You can't help but feel sorry for some of them (if only occasionally). After all, 
ignorance is bliss. 


There's yet another type, and that's when people get took because they 
actually believe in the relevance of the data, no matter how preposterous it is 
to the rest of us. Here's a typical example from these very pages. Anyone 
believing in CFA radiators is probably one himself! 


I'll give you another one, and that's Maxx-Com [ http://www.maxx-com.com/ ]. 
The claims on their site make a mockery of the outlandish claims made by 
Firestik [ http://www.firestik.com/ ], if that's indeed possible, which | doubt. 


Most would agree that the Internet is most of the problem. If you so believe, I'll 
take exception. In the May 1958 issue of QST, is an article written by E. F. 
Harris, W9KNK (sk). Because it is copywrited by the ARRL, | can't reprint the 
entire article. But here is an excerpt apparently penned by an editor of QST; in 
part: The interesting development described in this article may well start a new 
trend in mobile antennas and small beams. 


The article explains, albeit in not so many words, that by winding the coils 
carefully, and in a certain manner, the radiation resistance will be equal to the 
electrical length of the wire, not the physical length of the antenna. 


The truth is, the coils are so low in Q, they're not much more than a dummy 
load on a stick! Helically wound antennas had been available commercially for 
a couple of years before the article was written, but their advertising hype was 
just as outrageous. Unfortunately, these false assumptions are still with us, as 
the aforementioned web sites so illustrate. 


If there is a good side to this malevolence, it was presented here. This [ http:// 
www.arrl.org/news/features/2008/08/05/10249/?nc=1 ] is a news article written 
by Gregory Lapin, PhD, PE, N9GL, who happens to be the chairman of the 
ARRL RF Safety Committee. He stresses the need to have articles peer 
reviewed. He's very correct, of course, but there is a darker side. Very few 
companies, organizations, Internet sites, you name it, have the necessary 
monies to peer review posted articles. Even if they did, who would the peer 
reviewers be? All to often, the reviewers aren't anymore knowledgeable about 
the case at hand, than the authors! 


The end point is this. Before you critique, criticize, baste, lam blast, vehemently 
disagree or support, any given hypothesis, you — yourself — should have an 
adequate foundation to support your side of the story. 


If you don't, then you been took!
